ways in which children m ay be sin* 
ned against: th ere is none m ore cruel 
than that of crushing childhood under 
a load of labor. 
It is a mad indus­ 
trialism th a t tak e s 
children 
from 
school and play, and turn# them Into 
m achines, m aking a passing profit, out 
of a wrong that lias perm anently mis- 
crab to results. 
Child labor is 
the 
su rest m eans of sapping the physical, 
m ental and moral vitality of a people. 
It injures the health of the children, 
prevents 
t h e i r natural grow th, bars 
them from the attainm ent of strength, 
and ultim ately shortens th eir lives. 
It deprives them of education, of the 
useful 
knowledge 
which 
civilization 
declares to he their right, of the in­ 
tellectual equipm ent to which 
tuey 
are entitled as m em bers of an intelli­ 
gent c o m m u n i t y . 
It subjects them in 
m any cases to im m oral ami 
vicious 
influences th a t quickly blight, th e in­ 
nocence of childhood, and 
tend to 
m ake them undesirable citizens, dan­ 
gerous to society through the very 
w eakness th at has been forced upon 
them .
